THE SENATE DISCUSSION. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—There was an- 
other large attendance in the Senate to-day to 
hear the continuance of the diseussion on the 
President's course in menacing Havti and pro- 
tecting Santo Dorfiingo with war vessels. Mr. 
Schurz finisbed his speech in arraignment of 
the Executive and it even exceeded his re- 
markable effort of yesterday. His political 
opponents ex pressed admiration for@he points 
it presented and, the polished incision with 
which they were used and admitted 
at time that it 

damaging re- 
cord against the Administration than that 
made in the elaborate speech of Mr. Sumner. 
Its keen irony and telling hits rendered it 
quite impossible co restrain the plaudits of 
the galleries. His review of Secretary Robe- 
ton’s recent equivocal and explanatory letter 
to our naval officials about these menaciog 
orders, were held up to view with the most 
spirited ndicule, and that official characteriz2d 
as a great Constitutional lawyer amoug sailors, 
and a great sailor among coustitutional law- 
yers. The point of the argument was that 
the President had aseumed himself to be the 
Government and that his recent acts were in 
clear violation of the Constitution and laws 
and thcrefore dargerous usurpations, Great 
interest was alsO added to the speech 
by tbe presentation of new facts 
developed by the recent investigation iuto 
Santo Domingo by the commission, and which 
Mr. Schurz seemed to have the earliest public 
possession. There is no end to the regret 
expressed in Administration quarters that this 
debate was allowed to originate last week 
and to continue during this one, and the Sum- 
ner resolutions were therefore tabled to pre- 
veut further discussion. 

THE KUKLUX BILL. 

The debate in the House has now continued 
two days on the Kukiux bill, and bas been of 
a purely party character. It is learnefl, how- 
ever, fhat quite a number of Republican 
members are not disposed to vote for the 
fifth section, which empowers the President 
to use troops without waiting for a call from 
the government or Legislature of a State, 
accoming to the constitutional requisition, 
If all the Democratic members are 
prest nt pext Monday when thc yote is taken 
it is quite apparent that this and other odious 
features of the measure can be modified, but 
it will require the full strength of the party 
to etiect the change. Some twenty Demo- 
cratic members are now absent. 

THE MAIL 8USPENSION. 

The Postmaster General has not restored 
tlre mail seryice between Louisville and 
Frankfort. Kentueky, but will probably or- 
der it to be done in a few days. 

ONE OF HOLDEN’S. . 

Colone! Bergen, whom the President has 
numinated as Consul to Pernambuco, has been 
ordered to leave Washington oa a requisttion 
trom Caldwell, the Radical Governor of North 
Carolina; that he is wanted to answer for 
crime. Bergen was.one of Holden’s militia 
officcrs, and testitied to hanging men by the 
thumb to extort coufession. 

LOWER “CALIFORNIA. 

A resolution was offered in the Scuate yee- 
terday arternooa jooking to the acquisition 
of Lower California and a portion of Mexico. 
This is said to ve a scheme long contemplat- 
ed for making immense fortunes for the 
parties engaged in it, who are represented 
as having formed a large organization in con- 
nection with Mexican officials and other 
prominent men of thet country. A certain 
potonous editor of New York, and certain 
United States Senators are eaid to be the 
leading men of the organization. 

JESU CABRAL, 
the revolutionary leader in Santo Domicgo, 
has written a letter to Vice President Colfax, 
in which he denied certain statements made 
in the Senate that he ls not fighting for 
the independerce of that country 
but is in the employ of 
Hayti. He protests that his sole aim is Do- 
mibican independence. There appears to be 
nodoubt that the Commissioners have in- 
formed the President that it is unsafe to defer 
decision On the annexation «qnestion till De- 
cember, and advise prompt action now. 

THE NEW LOAN. 

When the two bundred millions five per 
cent. icau was put on the market, it will be 
remembered that Secretary Boutwell limited 
the subscriptions to the firat one huodred 
milliens put forth on the United States to 
twenty days. This time is up, and oaly 
forty-tour milliors have been taken. The 
Secretary was asked to day if 
Le intended to extend the time. 
He replied that he should let it run a little 
longer, but at the same time was negotiating 
with European parties who desired to take 
all that was left of the two huvdred millons; 
when clesed this would use up al of the five 
mrecnt. loans.

was one of ‘he original Repubiicans, and had 
always worked hard, and spent a good deal of

I called on Horace the first time I went over 
to Cincinnati after my return from Washing- 
ton. It was the first week in April, i809, I 
think it was the first time 1 bad ever seeu uim 
to speak withhim, Iitold him thata per-on 
in Covington, who bad been a gauger, wanted 
me toask if there was any chance of bis 
gettieg av appointment as guager. He said 
' that he was very glad of the opportunity. 

This man’s vame was Pease. He had been 

very kind-and attentive to me, just like Mr. 

William Stoms, ardI came to lke him in 

the same way. A few days afterward I gave 

Mr. Sackett a note, recommending him for a 

guager. Thisis all I did im his case. Both 

Peuse und Sackett were appointed without 

hesitation. 

A few days afterward, it was about the 
middle ot Apnl,.1869, Ll told William Stoms, 
at his store, that several merchauts in the 
boitom had asked me to speak to bim about 
two of the oldest and most expericnced 
gaugers in the city—Taylor and Weithofl. He 
suid Taylor was a drunkard worth $75 000, 
and Weithofl was a rascal. I told those who 
bud spoken to me what Mr. Stoms said, 
Every ove said Weithot! was au industrious, 
bard working Dutehman, who did his work 
well and was nota rascai, and that Horace 

| was tryipg to turn him out because he had not 
worked to elect his father. One of them, in 
| talking, said that he would give $500 to have 
Weithoff appointed. I went againto William 
Stom’s store, and teld him ail I had heard; 
that [ knew Taylor was not a drunkard, and 
that every one gave Weithoff a good 
pame; that he Quzbt not to 
sutier because of what that man 
said, and that he had betier take tue $500 
and give it to the poor, aud try Weithofl, ao 
if he ever did anything wrong to turn him 
cut. I do not believe William Stoms looked 
| upon the remark of the manas au offer to 
bribe any more than l did. He did not say 
£0, atuny rate. His whole taik was to abuse 
Weithoff, and this made me wamt to have 
him appointed more, because it proved what 
I haa been told, that he was an obstinate 
kind of Dutchman, who couid not be used by 
old Billy—this was the name he went by with 
some of his neighbors that spoke to me—and 
might blow on some things be was fixing up 
to make money out of the gauging business 
for his relatives. I thought, if there was any- 
thing in this, I would try and stop it without 
hurting apy one’s feelings. It wason this ac-

The reason I 
made these recommendations right after I

I nisde other recommendations; but [ think 
the obply per: ons that were ever appointed py 
Horace just on account of my recommendation 
were Pease ard Sackett. [ nearly always 
talked with Mr. Wm. Stoms, because ne 
scemed to run the office from the sawe fat h- 
e:ly care which they now charge me wit’ try- 
ing to exercise. To show that the only reason 
I cid this was my friendship for them, [ will 
say that Shaw ard Pullen had a great man 
more appointments to make than Horace had, 
but that I never recommended a single person 
toeltherof them thatI can remember; neither 
cid 1 go to Weitzel and that neither of those 
three officers ever said a word to me abvut an 
appointments they were going to make. If 
am mistaken, I would thank either of them to 
- me know it, and publish it, too, if they 
ike. 

This state of good feeling continued to near 
the close of the year 1969, although something 
took place in August that disturbed it some, 
One thing was that { found the gauging 
ness was carried on as [ was toid Mr. 
Stoms. intended to fix it, and without saving 
unything to the Stomses abeut it, Lasked Mr. 
Delanoto appoiat Mr. Beck gauger, aud the 
tirat thing they knew of it was wuen they got 
the notice from the department. 

They did vot know exactly how it came 
about, for thy knew that Mr Beck’s 
services to the governmert in 
ing rascality in dJobnson’s :

to shut light out from the rank and file, 
instead of an open arena for fair and 
intelligent debate. Two hostile camps 
were pitched, and the contest deepened 
into open war, at the expense of safe and 
responsible government, the people being 
counted in by the politicians as so many 
cattle, and the newspapers being consid- 
ered as bells and horns to be rattled and 
blown “by euthority.” 

This does mot seem to us to have beens 
realization of the idea or the purpose of 
free government, but, on the contrary, to 
be, Wherever it is carried out, a mosf false 
and corrupting system of handling the 
business of the State. That two political 
organizations will always exist, and eught 
always to exist, will hardly be denied. 
But they should not be, they are not, two 
hostile orders. The people of one party 
are as honest, as the people of another 
party. The politicians of one party are 
just as honest as those of another party. 
They are all, in our country, American 
citizens, with equal rights and duties, hav- 
ing a common interest in the administra- 
tion of affairs. Where power exists coi- 
ruption exists. There is power at Wash- 
ington, and behold the corruption produced 
by it. This corruption increases and di- 
minishes as the standard of responsibility 
is lowered and raised. When the Radicals 
hada majority of two-thirds they were more 

“corrupt, because less responsible, than they 
are now, that they-have lost this major- 
ity. To this extent the people are the 
gainer. The trouble at Frankfort rose out 
| of a similar condition of irresponsibility, 
although it took a different form. Per-- 
sonal corruption has made as yet little in- 

road into Kentucky. Our politicians still 

preserve a rural simplicity,a provincial sense 
of the greatness of official place, which 

keeps in their minds a sense of decency 
with respect to their individual behavior. 

They cannot be bought for a price out of 

hand. The tempter has to edge his way 
into their fayor, and wine, women and to- 
bacco are more potent than greenbacks. 

We have made diligent search, and we 
are unable to charge any member of the 
late General Assembly with bribery in the 
matter of the Cincinnati railroad bill, 
which was a big thing, per se, and backed 
with plenty of capital. So far so good, 
and we give the Legislature its share of 
commendation. 

But the statements we have made as to 
its weakness and shortcoming—its want of 
proper spirit and decorum—its accessibility 
to champagne and cigars—its refusal to 
listen to reagon and its readiness to engage 
in testivity—cannot be contradicted by any 
one who has personal knowledge of the 
doings about the Capital Hotel. When- 
ever a measure of importance was up there 
was plenty of tree cheer; and a shrewd 
observer could easily tell what was going 
forward in the Legislature from the fumes 
that rose out of the tides that ebbed and 
flowed in the halls of the lesser place of 
Assembly, where the real work of the ses- 
sion was conducted. 


Just as sure as Louisville had an axe to 
.grind, up went & committee with Delmoni- 
co and Intimidads; and though the axe was 
one that had need of grinding, and ought 
to have been ground for nothing, it was 
still the same. Take, as an example, the 
question of conventional interest. The en- 
tire State was concerned in it. It was re- 
garded everywhere as a measure of salva- 
tion to our financial system. But the 
Legislature refused to act. Finally, when 
the thing was thought to be dead, a subscrip- 
tion was circulated in this city, and about 
eight hundred dollars were raised. This 
sum was expended in good things, a com- 
mittee was dispatched to Frankfort, and, 
within ten days, conventional imterest was 
alaw. This is no loose charge. Every 
business man among us knows all about it. 
lf it were a secret or private affair, we 
might let it pass. Butit is not so. It 1s 
only one of a dozen cases, an illustration 
, of the common practice last session. In 
our Opinion we could have got negro tes- 
timony through, and easily, by the same 
process. The measure failed because 
there was no one to “leg” for it, no uegro- 
testimony champagne; no negro-testimony 
cigars; nO negro-testimony mirth and fes- 
tive cheer; in short, no negro-testimony 
jobby. 

All this proves one thing—and this we 
admit—that the members were, as a rule,

Politica! Criticism. 

A very intelligent and respectable Dem- 
ocrat, who represented one of the counties 
of Southern Kentucky in the late Legisla- 
ture, concedes the truth of our remarks 
made upon the adjournment of that body, 
but thinks we should have left them to be 
put upon record by the Radicals. We took 
a different view of it, and reflection only 
strengthens our impression. If the dis- 
cussion of men and measures were con- 
fined to the opposition we should have 
nothing but hostile, partisan assaults on 
the one side and insincere, partisan resist- 
ance to assault on the other side, and no 
rea) criticism atall. This mode of looking 
into the public business would be practi- 
cally valueless. What we want is a sense 
of obligation on the part of each political 
organization, the press holdmg the repre- 
sentatives of the people responsible tor 
their acts and forming its judgments not 
in an inimical but in a eandid spirit. The 
object is not to punish but to reform; and 
reforms can be only accomplished when it 
is understood by legislators that their 
short comings will not be concealed, much 
less advocated, by the journals of the party 
with which they happen to act. 

If we should leave the estimate of public 
matters in Kentucky to the Radicals the 
people would remain in very néarly total 
darkness. There is not much of a Radical 
party and a very limited Radical press in 
Kentucky. Neither has much influence. 
Its strictures, no matter how just they 
might be, would pass far nothing, and in 
most cases would produce the opposite 
effect’ intended. If the late Legislature 
was deserving of censure 1t could only be 
reached by the Democratic press, which, 


lessbh and punishment for the audacity 
with which he accepted the us 
gift of Pans, knowing at the same time 
that an immense part of the popula’ 
tion opposed the election of any king and 
particularly of a foreigner.

the Mexican emissaries of the French Em- 
peror also succeeded in getting an immense 
majority in favor of the Emperor Maxt- 
mitiaN. The sequel is known. 

Like MaxtmrLian, AMADEUS bas accept- 
el a throne at the invitation of 
a scheming wtiiguer, who represented the 
interests of a small court clique, and not 
the true sentiments of the nation. 
Ever since the dethronement of the profli- 
gate IsaABELLA, 80 many parties have 
struggled against one another, often in so 
bitter and bloody a manner, that he should 
have known the perils of the crown offered 
to him, not by the people, but only by the 
leader of the army, who was at that time 
all powertul in the country. The Cortes 
approved his election by a very close 
vote, and amid the most violent protests 
of the republicans, who, if they have not 
the majority of the votes, at least com- 
mand the sympathies of the most active 
and independent portion of the population. 
The Italian prince was sure of their oppo- 
sition, and the monarchists of Spam, al- 
though they united on that particular oc— 
casion 1p order to defeat the republicans, 
are themselves so divided and split up into 
so many factions that the support % could 
expect from them would be slim ingeed. 
He could not expect to be anything but 
the puppet snd tool of Prim, for the lat- 
ter, through the influence he possessed in 
the army, was alone able to sustain bim 
on his throne. Alone through him would 
he have communicated with his subjects, 


for he does not even understand the. lan- | 


guage of the country. When General 
SroxLEs addressed him in Spanish, the 
King of Spain was in the greatest possible 
embarrassment, and answered in ,Jtalian. 
But the Spaniards are known for the hos- 
tility with which they look upon all ‘or- 
eigners, and this offspring ot the House of 
Savoy, who does not know their !anguage, 
would be doubly objectionable to them. 

What success his govegggnent might 
have had if the Count of Reuss had ruled 
Spain in his name is hard to tell. The 

popularity of that man in the ranks of the 
Spanish army was so great that it might 
have sufficed to carry AMADEUS through. 
‘But the Count of Reuss was murdered, 
and died on the same day that the young 
King arrived in Spain, and so the latter 
remained without a single support in the 
midst of the many parties struggling for 
pcwer in the peninsula. His youthtul 
simplicity and the free and trusting man- 
ner with which he always showed himsel! 
in public without guards, something un- 
heard of in the suspicious home of the 
Spaniards, at first made a favorable im- 
pression on the inhabitants of Madrid; and 
he sought to culuvate this impression 
by frequent and munificent donations to 
the poor and by scattering honors and 
offices around him with a liberal hand. 
But this had to come to an ead at last, 
and when the Spaniards found out that he 
did not realize all their expectations they 
saw in him only tbe Italian, the foreigner 
whod had been forced on them by Prim, 
and all parties suddenly became bitterly 
bostile to him, with the exception of the 
progressists, who look upon him only as a 
tool. 

It was even feared that the Cortes would 
anbul his election, and that the opposi- 
tion which was growing stronger from day 
to day would appoint a committee to in- 
veatigate the charges of bribery hurled by 
the republican representatives against 
those who yoted in his favor on every pos- 
sible occasion. Thata good deal of cor- 
ruption exists among them is undoubted, 
and such an investigation could not fail to 
create a terrible mass of scandal. The 
Cortes were in consequence dissolved, and 
new elections ordered. But these have 
thrown the country into the wildest agita- 
tion, and will probably do anything else 
than improve the situation. At least the 
terrible opposition to the present govern - 
ment taves no stone unturned to create 
enemies to the Italian importation. 

The adherents of the male line of the 
Bourbons, the Carlists, with whom the 
priests, who entertain by no means too 
much affection for the son of VicTor 
EMAN¥EL, go hand in hand, and the Span- 
ish republicans, who have redoubled their 
efforts since the success of their party in 
France, are particularly active. ‘heir 
success 18 all the more probable, as a large 
part of the Spahish army, who are no 
longer retained on the side of the King by 
their idol, the Count of Reuss, is showing 
evident signs of disaffection, and many of 
the soldiers and officers have refused to 
ewear the oath of allegiance to King Ama- 
pDEw. Most prominent among the officers 
was the Duke of Montpensier, a prince, and 
himeelf an aspirant to the throne, and one 
of the priocipa! leaders in the insurrection 
against his sister in-law, the Queen Isa- 
BELLA. A great part of the nobles follow 
his example, and he has incurred the 
dispkasure of the new government. But 
measures of violence will hardly change 
the situation for the better, and this seems 
to be fully understood at the Court of 
Madrid. If matters in Spain do not 
soon take a new turn, we may expect to 
hear that another dethroned monarch has 
been set adrift in Europe, and that the 
Spaniards are looking for another :candi- 
date.

A CASE IN POINT, 


oe 


Ant interegiing matter was discussed in the City 
Court yestercay, in the case of the city vs, FP. 
Troudt, op an ordinance warrant, for erecting a 
wooden buliding In the city limits soas to en- 
danger permanent structures. A demurrer to 
the law wasentered and the facts agreed to, and 
in the argumenton the demurrer these points 
were taken by the counsel for the defense: 

That the ordinanc? under which the prosecutor 
proceeded was not a valid law, beceuse there ex- 
isted no record of its passage on the books of the 
Common Counti!. 

That the charter provides that both boards of 
the Counc!! shall keep a correct record of their 
business, and a)! legislative acts should be spread 
upon these books by the clerk. That the ordi- 
nance could only be valid when all the formali- 
ties were complied with. 

This point was illustrated by the proceedings 

in the Legislature. If the records were not the 
only evidence of the existence of a law, then, as 
the counsel argued, the speakers and the Gov- 
ernor would bave the power to foist any law 
they wished upow the people without the yeas 
and pays of both houses. The ordinance appear- 
ed only in Elliott’s compilation, and the act of 
the Legislature making E'liott’s book prima 
facie evidence of tbe existence of such laws did 
not nor could not givetbem any validity, a¢ it 
tended only to make them evidenee. The records 
of both boards of the Counc! being silent about 
this ordipance, the courts must presume that no 
such ordinance existed. 
The Prosecuting Attorney, Mr. Hagan, replied 
by showing an act of the Legislature making 
Elliott’s book prima facie evidence of the laws 
contained In it, He resisted the point made by 
the counsel in regard to the invalidity of the 
ordinance by reason of a fallure of the record 
to show its passage, and stated that if the records 
were burot or otherwise destroyed should that 
fact destroy the validity of the laws and ordi- 
pances which wete-before in forces. Here in 
this cage, he said, is an orectnance that has beev 
in ferce for some time, received by the courts, 
and recognized by the Legislature in the act 
declaring Elliott's book evidence; and now can 
it be ¢aid that the law is invalid evenif the 
clerk fulled to enter i's passage upon the recora? 
According to this theory the clerk would have 
more power than all the other officers and both 
Councils combined; ‘or vv failing or refusing to 
so enter apn act upon the record, he could defeat 
avy law. DO matter how unanimously passed or 
how much the people needed or wanted tt. 

The matier was taid over until to-day Tor 
further consideration.

SHADRACK PENN. 


One of Huis Semece: Published Filty 
Years Ago. 

A copy of the Loulsville Public Advertiser, of 
December 1, 1821, vol. 5, No. 329, is preserved a3 a 
relic by and is now in tbe hands of Mr. J. E. 
Vincent, Sherif of Oldbam county. This long- 
ago specimen of jourpalism is hardly so “lively” 
as the crimes and follies of a half century later 
would have made lt. The first page announces 
that tbe Advertiser is “published by Shadrack 
Penn, Publisher of the Laws of the United 
Siates;’’ and the first t:em of news is the ‘'Mes- 
sage of Gov. McNar, of Mo.,”” dated 8t. Charlies, 
Nov. 6, 1821, ‘showirg that this important docu- 
ment was just twenty-four duvs reaching Louls- 
ville. Whata contrast with the present ligh:- 
ning speed of transmitting thought, when a 
proclamation of Bismarck, issued from Berlin at 
four o’ciock In th@ morning, reaches the quiet 
and sedate Loulsvillian thioughb the column: o 
tbe COURIER-JOURNAL v hile be is walting for the 
butter tn bis breakfast rollto melt at 9a.m.o 
the same day! 

Still, “there are no times iike the old times, 
even making duc allowance forthe second hor- 
ribie article, entitled “Imprisonment for Debi,’ 
then a very common, and wiithal effective, mode 
of collecting back pay. The third item is a re- 
view of “A. Lithgow’s Case,"’ wherelo Genera! 
Zacbary Taylor was defendant. “A public din- 
ner given in honor of Gov. Andrew Jackson on 
his return from Pensacola;”’ a letter from Wash- 
ington City, November 13, 1821, in which the 8u- 
preme Judicial Court of Massachuse:ts had de- 
cided that notice sent by mallto an endorser 
the day subsequent to that on which a note falls 
due, is sufficient notice—inoclude the fourth, Afth 
and sixth articles. 

And then comes a philosophical treatise, se- 
lected from the National Intelligencer, gravely 
setting forth the now well-estabitshed proposi- 
tion that “man iy born with natural propensities, 
or the desire to sustain, enjoy, and propittute life; 
these desires, asSihey develop themselves, are 
termed bis naturalinc’inations.” Also an article 
ou tbe trial of Judge Mills by the Legislature. 
stating that, although a:quitted, he “‘has not es 
caped severe ccneure;”’ winding up witha dis- 
reItaticm under “An Agriculiural Soclety,"’ 
wherein the editor proposes the organization of 
such a bodyin Jefferson county. and ventilates 
inthe mcst approved Horatio Geel: ynian style 
what he knew about fai ming,
